Washington, December 17.—_(P)— 
Prohibition got the senate into a some- 
what tangled debate today wit the 
unusual spectacle of both wets and 
drys agreeing that a great deal more 
money ought to be appropriated to en- 
force the liquor laws. 

When it came time to vole, how- 
ever, the line-up was fairly well- de- 
fined along party lines and the pro- 
posal to increase the prohibition en- 
forcement fund from $13,500,000 to 
more than $%7%.000,000 lost by three 
votes, 38 to 35. It drew its chief 
support from ‘wets and drys in the 
democratic membership while republic- 
ans were almost a unit in standing by 
the original figure. 

Conferees Cut It Down. 

The increase was advocated by Sen- 
ator Bruce, of Maryland, a democrat 
wet, whose success in slipping the big 
figure into the treasury-postoffice ap- 
propriation bill gave the senate some 
amusement last week. When the 
house and senate conference reported, 
however, the original figure of $13,- 


500.000 was restored. 

Having opposed the reduction in 
conference on the ground that more 
money was needed to inforce probibi- 
tion satisfactorily Senator Harris, 
democrat, Georgia, opened the fire- 
works in the senate by asking that the 
conference report be disapproved. His 
challenge brought several senators to 
their feet eager to air their views and 
the whole business did not end until 
upwards of a dozen members had en- 
gaged in the argument. 

Supported by Democrats. ' 

Of the 35 who voted against ac- 
ceptance of the conference report, 32 
were democrats. They were joined by 
three republicans. Senators Jones, of 
Washington; Norris, of Nebraska, and

honor tonight. President Campisteguy 
had welcomed the president-elect to 
Uruguay on his good will mission. 

Mr. Hoover said that Uruguay dem- 
onstrated that the moral weight of 
nations is not based on size or nuin- 
bers but on the spirit and character 
of a people. Uruguay, he said, is 
the exem»lar of the profound politica] 
truth that national greatness springs 
from the heights and depths of na- 
tional soul, 

“T wish to thank you for the elo- 
quent expression you have given of 
your sentiment toward myself and 
the friendship of the people of 
Uruguay toward my country,” he be- 
gan. “I know that these expressions, 
this hospitality and this reception 
will meet with response in the héarts 
of the people of the United States.” 

“Sometimes I think relations be- 
tween nations bear humble compari- 
son to relations between neighbors in 
our busy private lives. Crowded with 
domestic problems, we ‘really know 
little of our neighbors; we read in 
the press sensational accidents; we 
know the gossip of unworthy mem- 
bers of their families; we read dis- 
criptions of their homes, but we know 
little of the finer qualities of their 
home-life; their deep affections, their 
sorrows, their self-denials, their cour- 
age and their idealism.

IRWIN FINDS NATIONS DESIRE PEACE : 


From General Warfare 


Will Irwin in the following 
article presents the results of his 
interview with South American 
diplomats and military men re- 
garding the dispute between 
Bolivia and Paraguay. Mr. Irwin

Montevideo, December 17.—Dis- 
patches from the United States seem 
to indicate the opinion there that the 
brush between Bolivia and Paraguay, 
which may or may not lead to serious 
hostilities, is an oil war. This, unless 
the Bolivians know something they are 
concealing from the world, is not true. 

In the undisputed Bolivian territory 
American firms have found oil and 
capped experimental wells. But in 
the Chaco jungles, where fighting is 
now proceeding, they have never ex- 
plored for oil or anything else. 

The region is known to have geologi- 
cal formations which sometimes con- 
tain oil. But the main reason why the 


region is unexplored is that the ex-/| 
The 


perts eonsider it unpromising. 
best informed neutral diplomats in this 
corner of the continent believe that 
the movement of Bolivia eastward 
into the disputed territory is a mani- 
festation of her passionate longing for 
an outlet to the sea. 

The strip of jungle land under dis- 
pute with Paraguay, plus a little addi- 
tion, would bring her to the banks of 
great rivers navigable to the mouth of 
the Plata—an outlet to the Atlantic 


ocean, This might be more valuable 
in the end than a Pacific port. 

The western part of Bolivia is the 
highest inhabited part of the world 
outside of the Himalayas. Supplies 
passing from Bolivia's eastern plains 
to the Pacific must cross passes five 
hundred feet higher than the summit 
of Mount Whitney. That eastern sec- 
tion, now in process of settlement and 
development by European immigrants, 


will some day export agricultural 
products. These products are always 
bulky and river transportation is ideal 
for them. This is the economic bavis 
of the war, if war it is to be. 

The more cynical among the diplo- 
mats believe that when Peru refused 
to join with Chile in selling Bolivia 
the port at Arica, Bolivia began to 
look for a way to reach the sea in 


another direction. 

Much is going on under the table. 
'But diplomats enyisage three possi- 
| bilities. 

First, and most likely, Bolivia and 
Paraguay will skirmish for a while 
until honor is satisfied. Then the 
stronger powers in South America will 
force mediation and some kind of a 
| settlement. 

Second, the belligerents will be al- 
'lowed to fight it out unsupported to 
the bitter end. Then the stronger 
| powers will step in and take a han 
'in the settlement. 

Third, the incident will lead to a 
general South American war. 

| This last contingency is the most 
dreadful and also most unlikely. In 
spite of their strong nationalistic feel- 
ings, all South American nations 
know what a general war did to an- 
other continent. It would break, too, 
at a time when the continent has just 
recovered from its own post-war de- 
pression, and—as shown by the great

commuted to life imprisonment. New 
evidence also has been discovered in 
the case, it was learned, and this will 
be submitted to the state prison com- 
mission at a hearing which begins 
at 10 o'clock. 

As his lawyers enter the last phase 
of their fight for the life of Sheppard 
the condemned man awaits in the 
death cell at the state prison at Mil- 
ledgeville for the words which either 
will save his life or mean that the law 
is inexorable and that the death sen- 
tence will be carried out.

Sheppard was convicted of killing 
Homer Fowler in Atlanta in Febru- 
ary, 1927. The state contended that 
Fowler was killed with an ax wielded 
by Sheppard. The defense claimed 
that Sheppard and Fowler engaged in 
a fight and that Sheppard knocked 
Fowler to the floor and that Fowler’s 
head struck on a cornice, inflicting 
a wound that caused his death.

Hollis and Lyman B. Veeder, as asso- 
ciate members, it came under the con- 
trol of Commissioner Talmadge, who, 
prior to the appointment of Mr. Hol- 
lis to succeed J, P. Hogg, of Buena 
Vista, was a minority member of the 
board, according to the votes of that 
body since Commissioner Talmadge 
has assumed office.

Preparations for the experiment 
were completed aboard the submarine 
rescue ship Falcon last night and soon

ville Wright had placed documents 
and descriptions of the first. flight 
in a special box sealed in the granite 
slab. Moving to the exact spot from 
which Mr. Wright took off on his 
first flight twenty-five years ago to- 
day, delegates from more than a score 
of nations and natives who watched 
the Wrights in their early gliding days, 
joined in a second tribute to the two 
brothers who invented the first suc- 
cessful airplane. 

Senator Bingham reviewed the work 
of the Wright brothers and called upon 
the nations of the world to fulfill 
their obligation to the Wrights by 
taking what they gave us twenty-five 
years ago* stoday and develop it to the 
maximum. 


A huge granite boulder was used to| them from 


mark the spot of the first flight. Two 
hundred men and women, prominent in 
aviation, including fliers, aeronautical 


| 


engineers and airplane designers, ended 
their long. weary pilgrimage to the 
scene of the first flight in mid-after- 
noon and joined in the silver anni- 
versary -ceremonies. 


Hundreds Miss Scene. 


Hundreds of air-minded citizens who 
came from all ‘parts of the country 
to honor the world’s first aviator, were 
unable to reach Kill Devil hill in 
time for the ceremonies. 

Many of them failed to get trans- 
portation across Currituck Sound from 
Point Harbor to Kitty Hawk Land- 
ing, a distance of three miles, .while 
dozen of others became stuck in the 
mud and heavy sands. 


Dayton, Ohio, home of the Wright 
brothers, was represented at the cere- 
mony when an American flag, the gift 
of the city of Dayton, was raised on 
a staff above the memorial corner- 
stone atop Kill Devil Hill. The flag 
was brought to North Carolina from 
Ohio by airplane. 

Congressman Fitzgerald presented 
the flag as the tribute of the Wright 
brothers’ neighbors, who remember 
boyhood down through 
their long, eventful history. It was 
Orville Wright's first return to the 
scene of his first flight since 1911,

when he came here with an English 
friend to do some gliding. 

Although many who participated in 
the official pilgrimage, tired of their 
long journey across swamps, sand and 
an arm of the Atlantie three miles 
wide, Mr. Wright seemed to enjoy the 
celebration as a gala day. He greeted 
the natives who pushed their way 
through the crowd to shake his hand 
with the enthusiasm of a long lost 
friend. If they regarded the Wrights 
as fools in those early days, it was 
evident that their opinions have been 
revised. With tears streaming down 
his face, an elderly man pushed his 
way through the crowd that had gath- 
ered about Mr. Wright soon after the 
party reached Kitty Hawk.

Cagle has the same flair for doing 
the brilliant and unexpected that made 
Red Grange famous.

With a 
moldy bit of black break in his pock- 
et, he is perfectly content in the ixeak 
fastnesses for Van Cortland. Park— 
and he doesn’t want to talk about 
himself. Nurmi, needless to add, is 
a bachelor. 

Lindbergh’s duties make it easier 
for the press to keep track of his 
whereabouts, hence his very slumbers 
are invaded by ubiquitous newspaper- 
men, Probably there are times when 
“Slim” wishes he could share Paavo’'s 
dried fish in some rocky retreat on the 
cold hills above the Bronx.

December  17.—(P)—A 
study of 5,000 paroled prisoners by 
Philip Barry, Illinois state parole su- 
perintendent, has revealed that no pa- 
roled slayer has been returned to the 
penitentiary for violating his freedom.

FLORIDA GAME BUREAU 
STANDS, COURT RULES 


Tallahassee, Fla., December 17.—() 
Validity of the act creating the state 
department of game and fresh water 
fish and prescribing its duties was up- 
held today by the Florida supreme 
court, 

The court affirmed the judgment of 
the circuit court for Seminole county 
in the case ef Kugene Oglesby, con- 
victed of taking fresh water fish from 
Lake Monroe with a drag seine over 
200 yards in length. 

The law was attacked on the ground 
that the title was insufficient; that it 
purports to be a general law, but con- 
tains provisions local in character and 
application; that it is discriminatory 
and attempts to delegate legislative 
powers to the state game commis- 
sioner, department of game and fresh 
water fish and wild life commission. 

The appellate court, in an opinion 
by Chief Justice William H. Ellis, 
overruled each contention, declaring 
that the title of the act was “unneces- 
sarily full,” that the wild life commis- 
sion seems to be an advisory body 
only, and that it is within the dis- 
cretion of the legislature to exclude 
certain waters from the act.

Tudgment of the circuit court for 
Madison county in the ease of Dorough 
Bush and Ivey Thomas, alias Ivey 
Creamer, against the state, was af- 
firmed, and also the judgment of the 
circuit court for Broward county in 
the case-of the Home Seekers Realty 
company, a corporation, against Mary 
Moore Bearden, in other per curiam 
decisions.

Stock Market Begins Trading 
With Conditions Little Un- 


New York, mber 17.—The 
stock market began the new week witb 
conditions little chan from those 
prevailing last week. Trading was ex- 
tremely quiet and the movement of 
prices general narrovy with even 
those shares that had been the cen- 
ter. of. lively speculation for special 
reasons recently toned down noticea- 
bly. The opening was marked by a 
good deal of irregularity, but offerings 
were offset for a time by moderate de- 
mand which made its appearance. The 
day had not progressed very far, how- 
ever, before the market was subjected 
to a renewal of selling pressure. Old 
line speculative leaders were the prin- 
cipal targets of such offerings, which 
having the earmarks of a professional 
attempt to bring out fresh liquida- 
tion, were concentrated against Steel 
Common, General Motors and stocks 
of that caliber. 


Disappointed selling in Radio due 
the failure of some announcement con- 
cerning the status of negotiations be- 
tween that company and Victor Talk- 
ing Machine to come over the week- 
end, forced the stock back for a sharp 
recession. Victor on the other hand 
was strong from the outset. Trad- 
ing continued relatively dull in the 
afternoon, notwithstanding the relaxa- 
tion in the demand money rate to 6 
per cent from the renewal figure of 7 
per cent. 


With time money still showing pro- 
nounced stringency it was recognized 
that the increase in the call rate was 
influenced by employment of funds 
held in banks against income _ tax 
checks which will in all probability 
be sent hack for collection in the 
course of the next few days. The fact 
that preparations must be made in the 
course of the next fortnight for the 
handling of year-end disbursements 
estimated rough!y at 22,000,000,000 
and the recognized possibilities of pro- 
nounced money firmness in that period 
tended to keep bullish initiative in 
check, yet the bear element was evi- 
dently slow in attempting to capitalize 
that situation. 

Steel Common Drops. 


Wall st-eet is admittedly puzzled 
by disappointed market action on Steel 
common which again today yielded to 
new low levels for the move under 
pressure of rather liberal offerings. 
If the steel situation were not so sat- 
isfactory and the outlook less prom- 
ising the selling in this old-line pivot- 
al .industrial might be more readily 
understood. But the month now draw- 
ing around to a close promises a rec- 
ord ingot production surpassing any 
previous December on record with the 
corporation contributing its usual 
large share of the business. While 
Steel common has had its part in the 
recent exploitation of prices market- 
wise the fact remains that bullishness 
here has not been grossly overdone as 
in many other directions. The fact 
remains, however, that the advance in 


the stock was accompanied by pre-, 
dictions of a two-for-one split up, and > 
presently little ig heard on that score. 
General Motors and American Can 
are other seasoned stocks whose ac- 
tion would seem to call for explana-* 


tion. : 

With the financial community still 
waiting for official announcement of : 
the closing of the deal between -these 
two companies, the stock continued to 
cut wide circles in the course of the 
day. In market circles there was 
much conjecture on the possible terms. 
of the deal with opinion prevailing 
that depended very largely on whether 
or not the anticipated--split up in 
Radio is voted prior to the actual con- 
summation of/ negotiations which 
have been in progress since last spring. 
Radio was driven down sharply in 
early dealings, recovering later to 
swing about rather erratically. Victor 
by its action indicated to observers 
that terms would likely. be. found sat- 
isfactory for that stock. 

Liquidation Seen Vital. 

Cable advices from abroad over the 
week-end indicate that leading Euro- 
pe..n financial centers where our sit- 
uation is being watched closely share 
the view held in conservative local 
circles that further liquidation of tech- 
nical conditions:-arising. from the long 
fall advance appears necessary to the 
market’s future health. London, 
Paris and Berlin are virtually unani- 
mous in their opinion that the correc- 
tive movement has somewhat further 
to run. Widespread interest is being 
shown in the theory advanced by Colo- 
nel Leonar! P. Ayers, of Cleveland, to 
relieve the money situation in which 
he foresees the trend of corporation 
furds as/the pivot on which both the 
stock market and general business 
will turn in the early part of 1929. 

The midwestern banker clearly sets 
forth the differing effect on the credit 
situation a8’ a whole of stock market 
credit which is advanced by banks 
with resulting necessity increases in 
reserves of those institutions, and bor- 
rowing from corporations and individ- 
uals, pointing out that such advances 
do not require the settling up of ad- 
ditional reserves against such loans. 
Developing his theory Colonel Ayers 
points te the current year as one of 
immense expansion in collateral bos 
rowings without commensurate in- 
crease in bank reserve requirements 
due to the liberal lending on the part 
of corporations which have been able 
to raise immense volume of new funds 
through sale of stock and in part to 
the tendency of wealthy individuals 
to loan their funds directly in the se- 
curity loan market instead of permk- 
ting the banks to handle the placing 
of such funds. Wall street is pre- 
pared for a period of stiff money rates 
over the end of the year, and while 
the high charge will probably be an 
influence as it develops, the fact that 
stiff rates are expected will probably 
remove some of the sting. 


High Lights in the Cotton Market 


By Theo. H. Price, Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York 


In the south it used to be the fash- 
ion to celebrate Christmas with fire- 
crackers and sometimes with fire- 
works. The times have changed, and 
there will be no pyrotechnics in the 
cotton states or the cotton market this 
Christmas. 

But something better seems to be in 


prospects, It is a gradual appreciation . 


in the price of cotton as a result of 
the improvement in the demand, pres- 
ent and prospective. 

This improvement is manifest in the 
export movement, which is now about 
600,000 bales in excess of last season, 
as well as in the domestic consumption 
for November, which reached 610,884 
bales, as compared with 618,788 bales 
in October of 1928, and 625,680 bales 
in November, 1927. 

It now appears that the consump- 
tion in the United States is running 
at the rate of about 7,500,000 bales 
per annum. 

If the crop is not more than 14,- 
373,000 bales, there will be left of it 
for export only 6.873,000 bales. 

Exports up to date point to a total 
of at least 8,500,000 bales for the 
season. This would mean that America 
would be called upon to supply the 
world with an aggregate of 16,000,- 
000 bales of lint cotton during the 
season 1928-29, and as the whole can- 
not exceed the sum of all its parts, 
it is evident that prices will have to 
go to a point that will limit the con- 
sumption unless some unlooked for 
catastrophe shall overtake the cotton 
textile industry. 


_Of this there appears to be but 
little probability, as the demand for 
cotton goods throughout the world 
seems to be improving, and the mills 
are busy almost everywhere. 

_ Of course, a change is possible, but 
it seems unlikely. The history of the 
past shows that the cycles of depres-. 
sion and activity in the cotton manu- 
facturing business generally run for 
about three years. 

_ A cycle of aeute depression has 
just ended, and if precedents are a 
guide it ought to be succeeded by at 
least three years of prosperity. 

The expectation of such an era is 
manifest in the cheerfulness that per- 
vades the trade, and the Christmas 
holidays of 1928 promise to be the 
jolliest that the world’s cotton men 
have known in some years. To them 
the writ-r’s best wishes and congratu- 
lations are heartily extended. 

This review might be made longer, 
but “a good wine needs no bush,” and 
the statistical position of cotton is so 
plain that it needs but little exposition. 

If the strength of the situation had 
been discounted by heavy speculative 
buying, a reaction might be in order, 
but there. has been but little outside 
interest in the market for some weeks 
past. 

Spinners have been the chief and 
nimost the only buyers{ and it seems 
unlikely that the public will much 
longer ignore the opportunities that 
cotton now offers to those who are op- 
timistic in respect of the world’s 
third greatest industry.

New York, December 17.—(#) 
The stock market was sluggish today, 
as traders found no incentive toward 
ambitious undertakings while the out- 
look in the money market remained 
distinctly discouraging. 

Total sales fell. off to 2,227,500 
shares, the lowest figure since the 
slump that followed the break of last 
June. The ticker came to a com- 
plete stop at times, and there was 
talk of reviving the practice of print- 
ing volume of individual sales on the 
tape. Prices generally drifted low- 
er, a wide sprinkling of losses running 
from 2 to 17 points, although a hand- 
ful of issues encountered good de- 
mand. 

Call money renewed at 7 per cent 
and fell to 6, but time money held at 
the highest rate in years, and bank- 
ers saw little prospect of avoiding a 
flurry in the call money market as 
the holiday and year-end demands 
develop during the week. Call money 


rates of 12 to 15 per cent, or even 
higher, were freely predicted. 


Council Sounds Warning. 


The rise in the bankers’ acceptance 
buying rate last week was explained 
by the report of the American ac- 
ceptance council, showing total out- 
standing acceptances on November 30 
totaled $1,200,355,725,"- a new high 
record, and more’ than $77,000,000 
over the Octber 31 total. The coun- 
cil pointed out that with federal re- 
serve holdings now totaling nearly 
$500,000,000, the time has come for 


serious study of means to broaden the 
market. 

Commission houses generally advo- 
cated extreme caution until] after the 
turn of the year. “Tax selling” is 
looked for in considerable volume be- 
tween now and New Year's, although 
such sellers are expected to be back 
in the market again after the turn 
of the year. Jauuary 1 dividend 
and interest disbursements, estimated 
as high as $1,.500,000,000, are also ex- 
pected to resuit in widespread rein- 
vestment. Considerable apprehen- 
sion is felt, however, over the atti- 
tude of the federal reserve bank to the 
further flow of credit into specula- 
tion after the year and requirements 
have n met. 

National Bellas Hess was the out- 
standing strong feature of the market, 
soaring about 26 points to a new peak 
at 184 3-4, but losing 10 points of its 
ain. American Linseed lost 17 points 
net, Adams Express and Brooklyn 
Edison each 15, and International 
Harvester about 15. 


General Motors Sags. 


General Motors and U. S. Steel 
sagged to new lows for the move- 
ment at 182 and 149 3-4, respectively, 
but rallied later, Steel closing with 
a net gain of nearly a point. 

Standard Sanitary Manufacuring 
was in continued demand as result of 
merger negotiations with American 
Radiator, and touched a new peak at
